London, May 22.—While it is req 
ported that an agreement has been 
Teached between Great Britain and 
the Soviet Union for the conclusion 
of an Anglo-Sovict military allianct, 
ciccles close to the British Govern- 
ment reveal that five-point propdsals, 
designed to adjust the strained rela- 
tons between Britain and Germany, 
have been made by Lord Halifax to 
the German Ambassador, Dr, Herbert 
von Dirksen.

The British Government ‘carnestly 
hopes, despite the Anglo-Pollsh

Britaln is also prepared to open 
negotiations for revision of the Anglo- 
German naval agreement, (which 
Hitler denounced) providing for the 
mutual communication of building 
plans. .

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Yellow Fever 
_ Potential 
Menace To H.K 


Preventing Its 
Transmission | 
By Aircraft 


London, May 4. 

Yellow fever, most dreaded of 
tropical discascs, is at present Mmited 
to certaln parts of Africa and Amerl- 
ca. , But It Is 2 potential menace to 
Wongkong and to all other countries 
within nino days’ travel by air of 
areas whero it is prevalent. 

At ao recent meeting of the Rose}. 
Institute Industrial Advisory Com- 
mittee, a report of which Ls publish- 
ed to-day, methods of preventing 
the transmission of discnse by, nir- 
craft were discussed, 

Colone) F. P, Mackie said that five 
‘diseases were particularly Mable to 
ve carried by alr. These were small+ 
pox, cholera, plague, typhus and 
yellow fever. Of these, yellow fever 
Was to be. most dreaded, because it 
was n dangerous discase and Mable 
to assume epidemic proportions, 

Stlit more important was thé ‘fact 
that, though its distribution was 
limited to certain parts of Africa and 
America, {t was a potential menace 
to other continents as yet untouched, 

‘Alreraft might transmit yellow fever 
by carrying a human being ‘in the in- 
cubation period of the discase, which 
was six days and there were a further 
three days during which the patient 
was infective to the mosquito. 

MOSQUITO DANGER 

This danger way met by rigid in- ‘ 

spection and strict quarantine regu- 
lations under the International Con- 
vention for Aerial Navigation and by 
the enforcement of special antle 
mosquito measures at acrodromecs. 
: The second danger was that of the 
transmission by aeroplanes of infect- 
cd mosquitocs. A certain type of 
mosquito had been known to surviye 
Jong flights in aircraft and, if in- 
fected, could start an epidemic in a 
far distant country. 

That this was no Idle fear was 

shown by the widespread epidemic of 
imalaria-in-Brozil-through. the. agency. ie 
of a purely African mosquito which 
must have crossed. in recent years
